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THE time is more than ripe for the Austra- 
lian Soccer Federation to come up with the 
answer to the big dilemna that it faces over 


international matches. 


The truth is that more games like that 
staged against the brilliant Czechoslova- 
kians at Parramatta Stadium will see 
crowds decreasing further still. 


Patrons will vote with 
their own feet on the 
question of whether it is 
worth attending just to 
pay admission money. 

Lack of attention to 
the entertainment side 
of Soccer is hamstring- 
ing the progress of the 
game 

Reams have been 
written which sympath- 
ise with Frank Arok in 
his bid to create a natio- 
nal squad from close to a 
Standing start. 

Rightly so to some 
extent, but the abandon- 
ment of at least some- 
thing akin to the normal 
playing pattern proved 
disastrous at Parra- 
matta. 

The crux of the matter 
is that the general public 
will. not attend games 
unless the elements of 
excitement and com- 
petitiveness are re- 
stored. 

And the ASF will con- 
tinue to suffer financial- 
ly unless they bite the 
bullet and do something 
about it. 


COMPETITION 


Soccer, it should be 
unnecessary to point 
out, is in competition 
with other team 
sports. 

Rarely over the years 
has rugby league or un- 
ion staged internationals 
which could be classed 
as hopeless as specta- 
cles. 


Australian rules so 
often is a scrambling 
E rT but they still inject 
action and reap crowds 
as the reward. 

Soccer not only com- 
petes against these 
games for attention 

Cricket and tennis 
and for that matter the 
wiles of Jayne Torvill 
and Christopher Dean 
— are also there to en- 
tertain us. 


ABSENTIES 


In Soccer everyone 
knows that the likes of 
Jim Patikas, David 
Mitchell and Oscar 
Crino are playing 
overseas. 

They may not be back 
for the Olympic Games 
campaign due to pro- 
fessional commitments. 
New players have to be 
tried and proved. 

But must the public 
be served with hardly 
acceptable football stan- 
dards in the meantime. 

To be frank, the Par- 
ramatta Stadium effort 
was even hard to trans- 
fer into good television 
fare. 


COMPLIMENTARY 


Czechoslovakia’s 
manager Rudolf Bata 
was overkind to Au- 
stralian performances 
before he left these 
shores. 

Nice words were said, 
but were they delivered 


in the hope that his team 
would be invited back 
later for a further 
workout. 

It is easy to compass 
the years and point how, 
to a certain stage, Au- 
Stralian national team 
Soccer was highly com- 
petitive and packed with 
excitement, 

The indecisiveness of 
the Rudi Gutendorf 
period was succeeded by 
a certain caution and 
then bravery of the 
Frank Arok era.

THE COUNTDOWN to the 14 team National 
League continues. When it comes there will 
be hardly a team outside Melbourne and 
Sydney. 

What could occur is some rise in the 
standard of football. 

Regardless of that there is reason to ques- 
tion the ultimate viability of a competition 
where the cost of travel, accomodation etc is 
so far out of reasonable relationship with gate 
receipts and associated income. 

General income such as social club grants 
has helped some clubs to make ends meet. 

It remains inevitable that the basic home 
support crowds drawn by some NSL clubs in 
NSW will drag well behind those of leading 
State League clubs. 

In some respects therefore there will almost 
be a Clayton's League element about the 1987 
NSL. 

Maybe Adelaide City or even Newcastle 
could make it, but it is unlikely that Brisbane, 
Canberra, and probably Wollongong will be 
there. 

It seems that all that work in developing 
most of the main centres of Australian popula- 
tion for Soccer will go down the drain. 

An argument is there that there cities have 
not succeeded. However some of the 
favoured clubs have had their troughs also. 

Promotion and relegation in Australia has 
been stated to be the lifeblood of the sport. 

So often however it has not met the 
demands of the particular hour. So it has 
become the norm for adjustments to be made 
in the meeting rooms and other corridors of 
power. 

It is quite possible to speculate on where 
Soccer would be now if a stable league or 
leagues had been put in place years ago. 

Other codes have succeeded famously 
without promotion and relegation and the 
degree of stability they have achieved has 
worked in their favour. 

Soccer has a greater ethnic influence which 
has had various favourable side effects. 

But by the same token the crowds have 
largely been divided into very small sectors 
and the code has been left not competing with 
the others. 

Possibly only the like of Sydney Olympic, 
Sydney Croatia and South Melbourne meet 
acceptable crowd criteria. 

Had the NSL decided to stay national it 
could have examined the feasibility of com- 
bining two Brisbane clubs into one major unit. 

Work could have been done to see if 
sympathetic licensed clubs of Canberra and 
Newcastle would have worked together. Wol- 
longong could have been similarly 
approached as it has a wide community 
background. 

As it stands other solutions to Soccer’s 
problems will have to be devised. 

But in the meantime the NSW Soccer 
Federation seems to have let slip the chance 
to get back on the rails properly with the 
“Super League” competition.

REPORTS that the

It is far more logical 
for the club to compete 
on the nearby Gold 
Coast than keep travell- 
ing down to the NSW 
North Coast for.a good 
competition. 

A similar position was 
encountered on the 
NSW — Victoria border 
and an accomodation 
was thrashed out. 

The twin cities of 
Albury and Wodonga 
straddle the border and 
their clubs compete in 
the one competition. 

Perhaps it was a case 
of good old common- 
sense. winning through, 
albeit after quite a few 
crises. 

Returning to Brisbane 
City and Brisbane 
Lions, it is possible to 
mount a good case for 
their inclusion with a 
few pick NSW clubs, 
Newcastle, Canberra 


and perhaps Wollon- | 


coach the visiting parti- 
cipants. 

The impressive list in- 
cludes Zagalo, Tele San- 
tana, Didi Evaristo de 
Macedo and Carols 
Alberto Parreira. 

Professor Neto, who 
sent the invitation to 
Wells, was a member of 
a group of coaches who 
were in charge of the 
Iraq squad which played 
in the Mexico World 
Cup. 

Since his return from 
Brazil Wells has main- 
tained regular contact 
with Neto, and was 
made an honorary advis- 
er to the Academy. 


This post included the 
proof-reading of major 
works of leading Brazi- 
lian coaches which have 
been translated into 
English and have been 
collated for a series of 
books being produced in 
London. 


Wells was asked to 
stay on in Rio to help set

Clubs under threat of 
going to Second Divi- 
sion when the National 
League clubs return de- 
cided to vote to stay in 
First Division.

So a league of 12 from 
State League and six or 
more from National 
League could be formed 
for 1987. 

Twelve and fourteen 
team leagues went out 
the window. 

The ideal number for 
quality and quality is 12 
teams in the Australian 
environment at most. 

Unless the First Divi-

There is room for the 
top 12 — maybe 14 — 
teams in the league.

It is in these situations 
that the true worth of a 
player to the team be- 
comes evident. Unfortu- 
nately we saw against 
the Czechoslovakians 
that some players on the 
field were not prepared 
to battle when Australia 
fell behind on the score- 
board. 

The nati team is 
not nece: ly made up 
of the best eleven play- 
ers in the country. 

The players on the

SYDNEY CROATIA simply went through 


the motions in downing Wollongong City 3- 
1 at the Croatian Sports Centre. 


Despite going behind 
after only eight minutes 
the home side recovered 
well to eventually 
dominate the affair.

FOUR weeks ago there were extreme 
doubts that St George would be part of the 
revamped national league set-up next sea- 
son.

AUGUSTO PALACIOS, aged 29, and Canberra City Olympian’s Peruvian 
International midfielder-cum-striker, has almost single-handed brought shock- 
victories for his side in the League. 

Palacios, being a typical ball-playing South American, possesses excellent skills. But above ail, 
Palacios has one of the most essential attributes all great players MUST have. Magnificent 


peripheral vision. 
Whether Augusto operates from the midfield or upfront, this colourful placid Peruvian has the 
ability to lay, possibly the best passes in the NSL- 
A few weeks ago at the St George Stadium, Palacios single-handed, absolutely destroyed the

Firmly planting himself between Olympic’s dual centre-backs, Palacios demanded balls to be 
knocked in to him, but at his feet. 

Despite the tight marking lurking right behind him, denying this brilliant ball-magician space, 
Palacios stood with his back to goals, repeatedly spraying a vast supply of quality balls to his 
outside strikers, Hilton Phillips and Ray Juna. 

With his back to the goals, Palacios continually stabbed wide balls, left and right, all with back- 
spin, BEHIND Phillips and Juna’s respective fullbacks that were marking them. 

That left Phillips and Juna with the simple task of running past their defenders WITHOUT 
possession and jing the ball BEHIND their defender to clip in their crosses into the box. 

So very, very simple. 

Both flank-men couldn't believe their eyes or luck as time after time, Juna and Phillips ran onto 
these “velvet-smooth”, beautifully timed, geometrically-measured passes without hinderance from 
defenders. 

“Soccer is simple, so why shouldn’t we play it simple?” Augusto grinned through his pearly 
white teeth that cracked across his very dark skinned face. 

Always the happy-go-lucky South American, Augusto Palacios is a Soccer entertainer par- 
excellence., 

And when it comes to dead-ball moves, look out. 

Against St George, the Peruvian Palacios shattered the Saints at the Bruce Stadium when he set- 
up THREE Canberra City goals, ALL from dead-ball play. 

Last Wednesday night, Canberra faced League-leaders Sydney Croatia at the Bruce Stadium. 
Theoretically, Canberra was facing a massacre. 

Palacios said...“‘No Way.” 

At fulltime, the scoreboard flashed that Palacios had set-up Ian Gibson’s goal, and then happily 
helped himself by knocking in another two in himself. 

Augusto was in the Peruvian National team from 1970 to 1981 

“TI love Soccer. It is my whole life. When I die, I want a Soccer ball placed inside my coffin,” the 
South American stressed.

DISLIKES IN SOCCER:''Rough tackling that exists here. Long balls over the top and high 
uncontrollable crosses missing their mark. 

“The game here is too fast and uncontrolable. It must be slowed down by leading players to 
enable counter attacks to be launched. Players must also be happy when they are playing as joy 
adds to self-expression.” 

ADVICE FOR PREPARING AUSTRALIA FOR THE 1990 WORLD CUP IN ROME:‘Australia has 
good players but lack mentality and above all, imagination and technique. Physically they are 
good, but they must become fulltime pros to lift their performance. 

“Referees here should also protect the skilled players which at present is not being done. 

“Possession is vital. Players must concentrate more on it.”

OTHER SPORTS:Played basketball for the National team of Peru. Plays Indoor Soccer as well. 
THOUGHTS ON THE RECENT WORLD CUP FINALS IN MEXICO:“There were many surprises. 
Stars like Zico and Platini missing penalties for example. Another surprise for me was that Brazil 
really only had two star players, Junior and Socrates, while Falcao and Zico sat on the bench. 

“But the biggest surprise for me was that France didn't win it. They were ever-so unlucky in their 
last two World Cups. France was fabulous.” 

WHAT WOULD YOU LIKE TO SEE THE N.S.L. ADOPT TO IMPROVE SENIOR SOCCER IN 
AUSTRALIA?: “The NSL should have only 18 clubs. That is enough for Australia. The Australian 
referees are not fit enough and do not protect the skilled players. 

“Further, Australian Soccer MUST go fulltime professional. The climate is good here with plenty 
of grassy pitches and you have some wealthy sponsors around willing to get involved in Soccer. 

“Despite what the Press and general comment states, the Australian public likes Soccer very 
much. But the local product is NOT impressive and not attractive enough. It is impossible for the 


general spectator.”

Now that the World 
Soccer competiition is 
over, what are the les- 
sons to be drawn for our 
Australian boys? Can 
our boys adopt the 
methods, or systems, 
which were adopted by 
all or any of the compet- 
ing nations in the recent 
World Cup competi- 
tion? 


In Soccer, many 
methods and systems of 
play are discussed and 
we usually end up with 
many conflicting ideas. 

Generally however, 
we follow examples of 
other nations, and I sus- 
pect we will go on 
following, at least in the 
what we 


ple of the methods and 
systems played by the 
teams in the recent 
World Cup. 

Basically it is said that 
the main system being 
played is the ‘‘zone’’ 
system. 

This system does not 
exist. It is merely an 
invention of coaches, 
trainers and alleged ex- 
perts in the game; yet we 
in Australia are trying to 
copy what other nations 
are doing, and we too 
are playing what is cal- 
led the “zone” system. 

The man to man mar- 
king has been defined as 
“old”, and an enemy of 
the true spirit of Soccer 
which consists of the 
ability to self-man- 
oeuvre in attack, and 
obstruct and destroy 
another’s manoeuvres in 
defence. Close marking 
of the forward line has 
been condemned by 
most. 


ZONAL SOCCER 


What is really meant 
by ‘‘zone’’? Zone 
would be the assignment 
of a certain area of the 
field to A and B, who 
await the incursions of C 


and D. 

What happens howev- 
er is that one who waits 
in the “zone” is easily 
beaten by a player of 
dribbling ability. This 
“zone” system, is with- 
out any fixed marking. 

We have seen various 
systems, the extra man, 
the man to man mar- 
king, the deep lying cen- 
tre forward, the 3-3-4, 
the 4-3-3 ete. etc, all 
inventions. 


The truth is that we 
should be playing Soc- 
cer. Soccer is a sport 
played as a team, and is 
the least precise in the 
world, but rich in crea- 
tion, skill and mobility. 

I wonder if we are 
doing the right thing in 
trying to make our boys 
play these so called 
methods and systems. 

We are copying from 
other nations, and we 
are trying to inculcate 
the ethos of others into 
our boys. 


TEMPERAMENT 


The Australian lad is 
not a naturally born Soc- 
cer player; and we have

failed to give him the 
kind of style suited to his 
character and tempera- 
ment. 


In all my experience, 
great results were 
achieved by teaching 
our boys to do exactly 
what suits them and not 
to imitate; to reach them 
and let them play Soccer 
according to a style 
which folows easily in 
them, and is suitable to 
their ability, stamina 
and fighting spirit which 
are their great char- 
acteristics. 

That style which in- 
volves simplicty and 
effectiveness, will be 
known to the old timers 
who are still around the 
traps and who remem- 
ber me. 

A letter such as this 
does not lend itself to an 
explanation of the sys- 
tem suitable to our boys. 

I would simply sug- 
gest to Soccer coaches 
and administrators of to- 
day, that they stop ecat- 
ing lotus leaves, look to 
the long term, look to 
our boys, be humble, be 
honest, look to your 
own backyard.

the fray! 


Hibernian profited 
immediately from Sou- 
ness’ departure by going 
2-1 ahead through Steve 
Cowan seconds before 
half-time. 

Nine other players, 
five from Rangers and 
four from Hibs, were 


also booked in what can 
only be described as a 
very rugged affair, 
which did nothing for 
the reputation of the 
Premier Division. 

A blaze of publicity 
accompanied Rangers 
into their first outing, 
but after 16 minutes they 
already had their backs 
up against the wall. 


Midfielder Stuart 
Beediel, the close _sea- 
son signing from Dun- 
dee United, stunned the 
massive Rangers follow- 
ing by giving Hibs the 
lead. 

Within three minutes
